GEN. WU GAINING 
STRONGER GRIP ON 
CHINESE SITUATION 


Fighting Appears to Be Over 
im the North and Chang’s 
Forces Are Withdrawing 
Toward Mukden. 


DR. SUN TRYING TO 
RALLY ARMY IN SOUTH 


Canton Leader, Although an 
Exile at Last Report, Still 
Shows Determination to 
Fight. 


By the Associated Press. 
PEKIN, June 19.—The grasp of 


Wu Pet Fu on the disturbed situation 
in China apparently was stronger to- 
day than at any time since his de- 


feat of Chang Tso Lin, rebel super- 
Tuchun of Manchuria at the gates 
of Pekin first brought him inte 
prominent as a _ prospective 
“strong man of China.” 

In the North, the leaders of Wu's 
army and the head of the forces of 
Chang Tso Lin, have concluded an 
armistice, according to advices from 
Chinwangtao, and Chang’s troops 
are withdrawing toward Mukden. 
But if fighting is over, or apparently 
over, in the North, Wu, however, 
still faces a determined enemy in 
the South in Dr. Sun Yat Sen. Wu 
believes that Sun holds himself di- 
vinely appointed. Sun, at last report 
an exile and seeking safety aboard 
a gunboat, is still determined to 
fight. Sun is waiting for the rem- 
nants af his defeated armies to rally. 

Wu's 12,000 troops at Nanchang 
apparently are standing fast before 
Sun’s beleaguering forces and Chin 
Chiung Ming, at Canton, ts showing 
no disposition to accede to Sun. 

Students of Chinese affairs are 
speculating on what influence, if 
any, Dr. Wu Tang Fang may be ex- 
erting on the situation.
